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Students stage park-in to protest 
lack of parking on UNO campus

Many university 
guests and members of the 
administration thatnormally 
enjoyed the reserved 
parking had to leave their 
cars at Crossroads and take 
the shuttle. 

“IT have a_ visitor’s 
pass!” yelled one potential 
college recruit as she waved 
her yellow ticket out of her 
car window. A frustrated 
student in a 1990 red Geo 
Metro slammed into the 
back of her car in an attempt 
to push her out of the way. 

The threat of towing or 
booting by campus police 
did not waver the peeved parking protestors. 
Car after car after car after car after car eagerly 
poured in between the coveted private 
parking lines. 

“It was amazing,” said Paul Kosel, 
assistant manager of parking and security. 


After years of grumbling about the 
limited campus parking, students took the 
fight one step further last week. 

For one solid week, students parked their 
cars in every available reserved parking spot, 
sidewalk spot and spare square of grass on 
campus. Yellow Yugos, rusty Subaru station 
wagons and oodles of red, silver and black 
Honda Civics filled the front, sides and backs 
of the Eppley Administration Building and 
the Milo Bail Student Center. 

The Pep Bowl is scarred with deep tire 
marks, Students climbed over cars just to 
get to the Arts and Sciences Hall. A parked 
car underneath the bell tower was an eerie 
amplifier for the daily noon bells.

Although Jones is required to take action 
against students who are using alcohol, he is not 
the only one. 

Campus Security usually patrols the parking 
lots Jate at night when some students come home. 

“Tf we find a student drinking, we can write 
them up.” Paul Kosel, assistant manager of 
Campus Security said. 

However there have been few: reports to 
Campus Security this vear. 

Rita Henry, assistant vice chancellor of 
Student Affairs, deals with the reprimand? of the 
student. A reprimand for drinking can range from 
aiwarning to expulsion trom LINO, depending on 
the offense. 

‘The reprimand for a student who is cauyht 
drinking in the residence hall is a mandatory visit 
to UNO’s alcoho! counseling service, Students are 
sent to Nate Bock, an alcohol and drug counselor.

When a student is sent to him, the 
student is evaluated on many different 
levels of drinking, ranging from 
drinking influences to their thoughts 
on where thev’re at with) drinking. 
Education about aleohol and its effect 
on the human body is also offered. It 
is the student’s choice to get help to 
overcome the problem, 

If there are any indications of legal

themselves is what developing nations 
desire, pointing, out the advances made 
in Japan since World War fl because 
technology Was shared.

Steve Owens drives a shuttle bus on 
the UNO campus. Approaching middle- 
age, this quiet, unassuming guy dressed 
in jeans and a T-shirt, sporting a baseball 
hat, hauls students from one end of 
campus to the other for seven hours each 
day. 

. Those prone to judging books by their 
covers might assume that because he has 
settled for a driving job, which Owens 
himself describes as “driving around in 
circles for hours at a time,” that he lacks 
ambition. That assumption would be far 
from the truth, for recently, his years of 
writing have paid off, and Owens, a.k.a. 
Stephen Sabastian, has published his first 
novel, Solomon’s Brood. 

His writing technique is typical. 
When he started to write this novel, he 
knew he wanted to write about the seven 
seals of Solomon. He had a fair idea of 
where he wanted to go with each chapter, 
and the book in general, before he started 
to write. He mentally plotted out what he 
wanted to write before committing it to 
paper. Then before starting his story, he 
wrote out a sequence of events. The end 
result was a 13-chapter novel. 

Owens classifies Solomon's Brood as a 
biblical fantasy. 

“It’s angel versus devil, basically. 
Angels against the demons, heaven and 
hell. There’s always that continuing battle 
between good and evil,” he said. 

The main character of the book, Mark

Anthony Wells, is the offspring of an 
angel and a human. 

Owens knows that having an angel 
sire a child is unconventional, but he’s 
OK with breaking rules. Owens uses his 
imagination, always relying on the “what 
if” and breaking rules along the way. 

“Your imagination can carry you to 
the moon and back,” he said. 

Owens plans seven books in_ this 
series, each one having to do with the 
seals of King Solomon. Each book will 
deal with the succeeding seal, and will be 
about a child that represents that seal. He 
is already into chapter four of the second 
book, Solomon's Brood: Devil’s Seed. 

“I’m throwing in a lithe vampire 
genre into the second book to kind of grab 
the Anne Rice readers,” Owens says. 

He plans to complete it sometime in 
June. 

Owens was never the scholarly type. 
In high school, he didn’t care for the basics 
of reading, writing and arithmetic. He did 
excel, however, in ROTC, graduating as a 
cadet captain. After high school, Owens 
served in the military police. 

Since his discharge, Owens has held 
mostly driving jobs. He worked first 
for Laidlaw Transportation, and now he 
drives for Chief. To outsiders, driving a 
bus may seem like a boring, monotonous 
job. To Owens, it allows him time to think 
out his plots before putting them on paper. 
He has also tried to use his driving time 
to market his book, a copy of which he 
displays prominently on his dashboard. 
Surprisingly, he says he’s received only

Anew Web site called Change4ABuck. 
com puts a whole new twist on charity 
and _ plastic surgery. Rather, it combines 
them. This site is an online raffle for plastic 
surgery procedures that contributes most 
of its earnings to charity. Their motto is 
“Help others while playing the game.” 

Joe Leggett, the founder — of 
Change4ABuck, hashad thesite completely 
up and running since February 2005. 

“It started three years ago at a party 
where my step-dad and his friends were 
joking around about selling breast implants 


online,” Leggett said. “It got me thinking 
and I asked them if they were going to do 
it. They said no, so I asked if I could.” 

Leggett has spent a lot of time working 
on this Web site, and even had to write all 
of the software from scratch with a team 
of programmers from India. But, all of his 
efforts have paid off because now his site 
is gaining prominence. 

There are three different monetary 
value tickets available in the raffle, $1, $5 
and $25, The higher dollar amount gives 
you a better chance of winning the plastic 
surgery procedure. Gift certificates are 
given away during each drawing as well 
ranging from $500-$1,000. There are also 
different membership statuses and with 
each higher status you get a designated 
number of free tickets, With the $1 and 
$5 tickets if you win you get one plastic 
surgery procedure of your choice with the 
doctor of your choosing, but with the $25 
tickets you get multiple surgeries. | 

Change4ABuck is sponsored by the 
non-profit organization Forerunner Inc. 


Forerunner Inc. raises money for those 
in need of reconstructive surgery after 
accidents, fires and other necessary 
procedures, 

There are 24 other charities that 
Change4ABuck supports. A few of the 
well-known charities they support are the 
Alzheimer’s Association, the American 
Red Cross, Make-a-Wish Foundation 
and Toys for Tots Foundation. When you 
putchase a $1 or $5 ticket you get to vote 
on one of 24 charities to which you would 
like the money donated. When they have 
raised $30,000 from a particular drawing 
they will donate $24,000 to the charity that 
won the vote and the rest will go to pay for 
the plastic surgery. All of the earning from 
the $25 tickets goes to support Forerunner 
Inc. 

This site is aimed mostly at 18 to 35- 
year-olds. 

The main purposes of Change4ABuck 
are to have plastic surgery more accessible 
to those who want it, raise money .for 
several charities and to get younger people 


more involved and aware of non-profit 
organizations, Leggett said. 

“We want people to get involved with 
non-profit organizations even if it isn’t 
ours.” 

Leggett said he hasn’t done much 
advertising for the site yet, but hopes that 
through press releases, articles and word of 
mouth the site will become more popular. 
They haven't had a drawing yet, but once 
the site begins to gain momentum the 
drawings will become more frequent.

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two inquiries, but he remains tenacious. 

Owens was not always such an 
ambitious guy. His high school English 
teacher, Cheryl Fleming, constantly 
harped on him about not putting enough 
effort into his schoolwork. She more 
or less told him that because he was 
undisciplined, he’d never amount to 
much. 

“She said I wasn’t going to go 
anywhere, cause | was lazy,” Owens 
said. “She was right in the first place. As 
long as | asserted myself, | was able to go 
anywhere | wanted to go. But I was the 
mess-up guy in class.” 

Fither her point was well-taken, or 
Owens was determined to prove her 
wrong, By the end of high school, he was 


working with an agent, trying to get his 
first novel, Fire Fight, published. 

That novel didn’t turn into the real 
deal. He was inexperienced, and when 
he missed a deadline imposed by his 
agent, he was shown the door. Even with 
a bad experience with an agent and his 
teacher’s uncertain advice, Owens didn’t 
stop writing. Twenty years later, he is a 
published author. 

Owens recently contacted Fleming to 
let her know of his success. She answered 
his e-mail, happy to have the opportunity 
to explain her stance. 

“1 always believe that my students 
are capable of amazing achievements, 
and history — 32 years of history — 
has illustrated that my faith has not

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been misplaced,” Fleming said. “Often 
teachers sense what students are capable 
of before the students are aware of it.” 

Owens gives typical writer advice. 

“T write every day. If you really love 
writing, and you want to be a writer, you 
have to write.” 

He also says, “Write what you 
know.” 

That is what he’s done. He has 
incorporated his interests in metaphysical 
religion, holistic health and magic into 
Solonton's Brood. 

Owens is incredibly persistent. Not 
onlyhashe faithfully written forthe last 20- 
plus years, he has also chosen an atypical 
path to get his book published. When 
no one else would offer encouragement 
to him about his writing, Ownes’ late 
fiancée, Cheri, would push him to get his 
work published. He contacted about 50 
publishers, hearing back from only half 
of those. 

“They responded with, ‘I'm sorry, but 
we're not interested.” Every writer has 
to face that ultimate rejection,” Owens 
said. 

However, when Cheri, who was 
suffering from cancer, was in the hospital 
for the last time, she continued to gently 
persuade Owens toward publishing 
his book. He made a last-ditch effort, 
searching for a publisher on the Internet, 
when he came across a link to Publish 
America. 

Publish America is not your typical 
publisher, it is a print-on-demand 
company. Unlike traditional publishers, 
the editors do not put books on the 


shelf. What they do is market books for 
authors. The author is responsible for 
marketing in his or her hometown. 

The problem with marketing books 
in Omaha is that there are too few major 
bookstores. The Barnes and Nobles and 
Borders of the world aren’t interest in 
putting books on their shelves by an 
unproven author. Currently, Solomon's 
Brood can be ordered only over the 
Internet through Barnes and Noble or 
Amazon. 

The Next Millennium Bookstore 
at 72nd, just north of Blondo street, is 
interested in Solomon's Brood, and has 
offered to do a book signing for Owens. 
Its clientele is the right target audience 
for Selomon’s Brood. People who venture 
in to this store share common interests 
with Owens, and will probably find his 
book fascinating. 

He has multiple projects going. 
In addition to working on the second 
Solomon's Brood novel, he is also. re- 
working a -non-fiction piece that he 
started in 1995, 

“A couple of weeks ago, | was 
thinking, ‘hey, you’ve got a publisher. 
You've got something written right here 
— let’s get it out there’. | listen a lot to my 
inner voices,” Owens said. 

He’s constantly writing, because he 
wants to, not because he has to. 

“That's what makes your dreams 
come true. | want to write every day,” 
Owens says. “I want to be published, and 
I want to see my book up in lights. 1 want 
to see it on the big screen.”

After controversial but inconclusive 
testimony from several well-known baseball 
players on March 17, 2005, the Senate 
decided to call owners and managers into 
the chambers.

NCAA hockey players prepare for 
NHL future, threatens strike

Last Friday commissioner Gary 
Bettman cancelled the NHL entry draft, 
which had been scheduled for June 
| 25-26. This left many current college 
players, that up until Friday had been 
draft prospects, between a rock and a 
hard place. College seniors have used 
up their years of eligibility but with the 
draft cancelled, they now have nowhere 
to go. 

Late Wednesday afternoon, lawyers 

' representing college hockey seniors filed 
‘a class action suit against the NCAA. The 
‘suit would require the governing body 
1 of collegiate sports to grant the seniors 
‘another year of eligibility and a cut of 
"the profits made from games they would 
| play in. 
Toaddtothe NCAAconcerns, lawyers 
representing freshman through junior 
players followed the announcement by 
the seniors with an announcement of 
their own. The players who still have 
NCAA eligibility left are threatening a 
boycott of next season if the seniors’ 
(demands are not met. However, if the 
current seniors are granted a fifth year of 
' eligibility then the underclassmen could 
also follow up with a legal suit of their 
own, asking that the limit on eligibility 
be permanently changed to five years 
instead of the current four. 

UNO senior Dan Hacker is hoping 
that the NCAA concedes to player 
demands. 

“This has to work out,” Hacker said,

“They see that adding pressure to th 
NCAA will help their teammates caus 
as well as they’re own. Another yea 
of eligibility in the future would acf 
as a safety feature for players shouldg 
this type of thing happen again. All th 
players are gaining valuable negotiating 
skills in preparation for their futures ing 
the NHL.” ‘ 
Representatives of the NCAA refusedg 
to comment other than saying that thd 
whole situation was “a mess.” 
A group of lawyers and top playerf 
will meet with the NCAA early nex 
week to try and reach an agreement.
